Prague, October 3. — Reichsfuehrer Hitler's army proceeded with 
clock-like precision yesterday in the occupation of Sudetenland and 
[ Konrad Heinlein returned home in triumph. With occupation of two 
areas well under way Chancellor Adolf Hitler will accompany the 

■ German army of occupation which leaves Bayreuth today to take pos- 
session of Section Three of the ceded Czech territory. Polish troops 

• crossed the Czech line for the first time last night occupying a small 
"symbolic" section of the Czechoslovak side of the border city of Teschen, 
ceded to Poland Saturday when the Prague Government capitulated to 
a Polish ultimatum. Official sources announced sending a Hungarian 
note containing a request for self-determination of Hungarian minorities 
"find immediate realization." With occupation under way thousands of 
Czech and Jewish refugees are fleeing from Nazi rule.

Anniversary of Founder's Birth 
Marked by Autumn Convocation 

Thursday, October 6, to Mark One Hundred and 
Ninety-fourth Anniversary of Birth 
of James McGill 



Marking the anniversary of the 
birth of its founder, McGill Univer- 
sity will celebrate "Founder's Day." 
One hundred and ninety-four years 
ago in Glasgow, Scotland, James 
McGill was born. Later becoming 
Colonel the Honourable James Mc- 
Gill, he immigrated to Canada, 
where he first settled at Quebec. At 

still later date he moved on to 
Montreal, where he opened a store 
and became a member of the North 
West Fur Company. The Canadian 
Grenadier Guards, who trace their 
origin to the regiment in which 
James McGill was Colonel and later 
Brigadier-General, mount guard 
each year over, his -tomb in front 
of the Arts Building. 

At his death in 1813 McGiU be- 
queathed a sum oif money and his 
estate for the founding of an 
institute for the advancement of 
learning. The land bequeathed 
covered territory from Metcalfe 
street on the west to University 
street on the east. The slope of 
Mount Royal bounds it on the 



north and Dorchester street on the 

south, 

A Charter was granted to the 
University in 1821, and eight years 
later, in spite of lengthy litigation, 
lack of funds and persistent opposi- 
tion and with the aid of Bishop 
Strachan, McGill University was 
formally inaugurated and lectures 
started in Art and Medicine. Yet 
for many years after progress was 
slow. In 1852 the Charter was 
amended and three years later Sir 
William Dawson was appointed 
principal and with him a new era 
of advancement began. Among 
others Sir William Macdonald rhade 
numerous munificient offerings to 
the University, the Macdonald 
Physics Building and Macdonald 
College at St. Anne de Bellevue, 
where the Incipient agriculturists, 
teachers and house-wifes are in- 
structed. The latest of such dona- 
tions was the Neurological Institute 
given by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion and many private benefactors 
of Montreal. .

S.P.C. JOINS 
CZEGHJROTEST 

Gathers Witb Otber Groups at 
.Meeting 

Issues Statement Criticizing 
Cancellation of Parade 
Permit 



"Peace and justice in Europe is 
impossible in a Hitler dominated 
Czechoslovakia." This was the 
theme driven home by 18 speakers 
at a mass peace and democracy 
meeting held yesterday afternoon 
at Saint James Market. The per- 
mit for a parade before the meeting 
was cancelled. 

The Social Problems Club of Mc- 
Gill University was among the 
many organizations supporting the 
meeting, and David Fisher, secre- 
tary of the S.P.C., expressed his 
club's view of the attack on liberty 
and culture in the dictatorial states. 

Among the speakers present were 
the Reverend R. G. Katsumoff, 
pastor of the Church of All Nations; 
Miss Louis Gates, secretary of the 
Y.W.C.A., and Miss Florence 
Childes, member of the Canadian 
Youth Conference. ^ 

Representatives of several Euro 
pean minorities made pleas for the 
preservation of democracy in 
Czechoslovakia. Mr. Kerr, a mem 
ber of the Montreal German So 
ciety, spoke, slating that "True 
Germanism is Not Hitler." 

Senator V. Benes, the brother of 
the President of Czechoslovakia, 
was scheduled to speak but did not 
appear. 

The Social Problems Club issued 
the following statement last night 
"Fight For Démocraoy." 

•"The executive' of the Social 
Problems Club congratulates the 
Czechoslovakian Defence Commit 
tee on the highly successful peace 
meeting held yesterday afternoon in 
the Sb James Market Hall. 

"We regret, however, that the 
peace parade, scheduled to be held 
just prior to the meeting, did not 
take place. The reason for this was 
thai the authorities of this city, 
without stating any reasons what- 
ever, prohibited the parade hardly 
more, than 24- hours before it was 
to start. 

"This banning of a parade which 
was supported by tens of organizà' 
lions, including our own club, and 
by democratic and peace loving peo- 
plç all over the city, brings to mind 
the series of similar abrogations of 
civic rights last year. 

"The occurrences of (yesterday 
show that our campaign of last year 
against the Padlock Law and for 
civil liberties, which gained the sup- 
port of over one thousand students, 
has not yet been won. They provie 
to us that this year, even more than 
last, our club must live up to the 
main point in its programme, de 
mocracy, and start anew the fight 
for the maintenance of our British 
democratic heritage."

Before Miss Terlin spoke, Cuth- 
bert Gifford, president of the Stu- 
dent Christian Movement, announc- 
ed that the first of a series of "Be- 
hind the Headlines" addresses 
would be given this afternoon from 
1.30 to 1.55 p.m., in Strathcona Hall, 
by Miss Terlin, whose topic will 
be "The European Situation." 

Miss Terlin outlined the regimen- 
tation of student life and thought 
that is taking place in many coun- 
tries. But in spite of this rigid 
state control of all phases of stu- 
dent activities, Miss Terlin stated 
that more than ever many students 
are finding their place in the world 
in fighting for "the whole truth 
rather than for any one aspect of 
particular truth." 

Not confining her remarks to 
Europe, Miss Terlin described the 
effort of Chinese students to get an 
education in spite of war conditions, 
and also their efforts to provide for 
the building of a new China. She 
said that Chinese' students bear no 
grudge against the mass of Japanese 
people, whom they feel are misled 
by their leaders.

One McGill student at. least spent a profit- 
able summer. During the past two months 
I have been travelling through the Province of 
Quebec, trying to interpret French Canada and 
Frénch-Canadians to the rest of thé Dominion 

Getting such a pleasant job can be traced 
back to a March evening last Spring, when thé 
first of a series of radio programmes was pre- 
sented over the CBC from Montréal. Oh thât 
broadcast, a McGill and a University of Mont- 
real student discussed various provincial and 
national constitutional problems. Because both 
in that broadcast and in the subsequent ones 
of the series considérable interest wis aroused 
in French Canada, especially throughout West- 
ern Canada, the CBC decided to give a series 
of programmes in which an English-spealting 
studént would travel through the Province of 
Quebec, relating his experiences and réactions 
to thé Dominion. I was asked to be that stu- 
dent 

• 

Early in August 1 left Montreal on one of 
the wooden trading schooners which are only 
to be found on the St. Lawrence River. The 
boat was about 90 feet long, weighed only 80 
odd tons, but could carry a cérgo of almost 200 
tons. The crew were unable to speaic a single 
word of English, and, coming from Cap Chat, 
below Rimouslti, spoke a brand of French which 
was almost beyond my McGill-trained compre- 
hension. But necessity was the mother of In- 
vention, and it took only a few hours to acquire 
the "vral accent bleuet du Saguenay"— the real 
lower St. Lawrence accent. The captain of 
the schooner was a most disreputable looking 
individual, wearing the dirtiest rags imagin- 
able. But after I could talk to him in his own 
language, I found that he spènt his winters 
in Cuba. Appearances are so often deceptive. 
The various biting-bugs on his vessel included 
every conceivable species, and certainly gave 
full and excellent demonstrations of théir abil- 
ities, using me as the field ior the exhibition. 

In The Rock City. 

I spent the better part of two weeks in and 
around the City of Quebec. The one thing that 
surprised me was the potency of thè words 
"Radio Canada." I mentioned them to the 
mayor of Quebéc and he gave mè à policé car 
with a constable to take me anywhere I wanted 
around the city. At the Provincial Tourist 
Bureau those same words procured a car to 
travel around the He d'Orleans. I don't know 
why those two words should be so powerful 
and have so inimediate an effect, but I supposé 
theré must bé some good réason. 

While in Quebec I met a man who, if the 
rule of first-born held true, would now be on 
the British Throne. One of his ancestors was 
the eldest son (illegitimate, of course) of the 
Duke of Kent, the father of Queen Victoiia. 
He gavé me several lectures on what a fool 
Wolfe was from a military point of view to 
have climbed the cliffs to the Plains of Abra- 
ham when some 20 miles up the river there 
is a militairy strangle-hold on the City. I was 
also told some anecdotes about the City: how 
Frontenac was forbiddèn by the French clergy 
to allow a public performance of Moliere's play 
Tartuffe, whereupon he had a "private" show- 
ing to which thé whole city was invited— and 
camé. 

Later I went farther down thè rivér, to 
Riviére-du-Loup and Rimeuski. Interesting 
country, but nothing outitanding. At Eicourt 
there was considerable êxditement. Escourt is 
the place where Canadian fafmeri have thè 
trouble with the American CùitôiAs' officérs, 
who seize cattle belonging to Cahàdiàns but 
which wàndér too far oh their owneirs' fiëlds 
and find themselves on American térritory. ES- 
court, you seé, is at the extreme tip of the State 
of Maihè, and if you move South, or in towardi; 
the American' triangle jutting into Cànada, you 
find yourself in the States without évén know- 
ing where you cross the line. There are no 
police in that little bit of the U.S.A., as there 
are only 4 houses and stores, atid the nearest 
American community is 40 miles aWay, avail- 
able only ' by Que|)ee roàds. Those 4 housés 
and stores are pretty wild dives, véry popular 
in the vicinity. 

Lake St. John. 

After a pleasant stay on the South bank of 
the St. Lawrence, I headed up the Saguenay to 
the Lake Si John region, making Chlcoutimi 
my headquarters. Once again "Radio Canada" 
worked miracles, and thè^ mayor provided mè 
with transport. The Saguenay çountry Is re- 
markably beautiful, and at the same time coi^- 
bines all the features necessary to make it thfe 
industrial cëntre of thé future. I wènt to a. 
dance at Arvida, and there heard what was 
described as a good band. If mjr ears havén't 
failéd mè, it ^is thé lousiést band I've ever 
heard, aiid that includés even the McGill Band 
during its first réhèàrsals. Everything closes 
down at 10 o'clock up there, and the only 
an^iisement âftér that zero hour is to sit out 
of doors and tazé at thé Northèm Lights while 
you twiddle your thumbs, 

'On the whole I certainly learned a lot about 
rural and small-town Quebec, atout the lives 
and thoughts of thé people, how they amuse 
theinselves, thêif attitude to national and inter- 
national affairs, and other such intérèstinâ ques- 
tions. It was à swell sununèr, and ôné I Woiild 
be willing to répeat anytime, évèn without thé 
cash consideration.

Néwapapérmèn were once very common 
place citizens. Like respectable bourgeois, they 
did théir gambling only in the best places, like 
the stock inarkét and the race track. They ran 
into debt only at the most expensive stores. 
They wére seen drunk only at the best cock- 
tail partiés. Their vices were vénial because 
they were carriéd on conventionally. 

The movies changed all that. The direct 
ors ruled: "Newspapermen have to be different." 
After the movies were through with 'em, by 
permission of the copyright owners, they wére 
diffèrent. 

For instance the movies décreéd that the 
City Editor must be anthropoidal, and by the 
imitation of Don Ameche, he was anthropoidal, 
Every City Editor now looks like something 
subhuman, gifted with the charming amiability 
of an irritated grizzly and the quiet self-res- 
traint of a bull-apé in the inating séason. In 
wrath (his habitual state) he juts a prognathous 
jaw, beetles a full quarter-inch of brow, and 
bellows like Tarzan in triumph. 

Look at thè News Editor of the Daily. As 
a private individual he is a violet bj^;a..inossy 
stone.

Visitors 
have to placate him with dog biscuits. 

Of course, newspapermen have a lot to 
maké them different. Their hours are nearly 
as irregular as those of the legendary college 
widow. • 'Their habitual expression is one of 
acute suffering — the result of indigestion, 
brought on by attempting to report too many 
club luncheons, class suppers, and graduate 
smokers. 

Then, too, reporters are a frustrated tribe.

Pep Rallies, snowball fights, apes 
escaping from the Biological Building, profes- 
sors eSceaping from reality, football heroes, 
eminent graduates, freshmen, and other major 
calamities. Naturally their minds are warped, 
their smiles wryly twisted, and their disposi- 
tions permanently soured. 

When you've seen (as the reporter must see 
year after year) two cigarettes in a dark corner 
at the Junior Prom, thé revels behind the 
scenes on the first night of the Red and White 
Revue, or a player brutally tapped on the 
shoulder at Touch Rugby, you've exhausted the 
possibilities .of Love, Vice, and Carnage, and 
you might as well die. The raw side, of life has 
done sometiïing to you. Your touching fresh- 
man faith in the fundamental bénevolence of 
mankind ' is blasted in its . pristine innocence. 
You become calloused,, bored to death, weary 

of it .ail; - 

At leaf t, that'A what the movies argue, and 
in consequence, that's what newspapermen, 
despite their disclaimers, are beginning to think. 
Especially Frosh reporters, whose most earnest 
wish is to discover that the fresh, the thrilling, 
thé beautiful, or the good are dead to them. A 
téléphone call to the Duchéss of Windsor is just 
part of thé old routine. The elopement of the 
Guy Drummond Scholar with thé leading 
cutie in "La Comédie Française" would no more 
bé news than a Japanese victory. The dis- 
tressing revelation that the Chairman of the 
Pit Committee has a tumnny ache is recorded 
and commented upon satirically with the 
slightest expression of sensation of sympathy.

Cowan, Hubert Borsman and Lloyd 
Cooke against Toronto's champion 
Dave Creighton, who will be here 
on the 21st to defend his laurels. 
Last year at Toronto, Creighton 
won the mile and half-mile runs 
and finished third to Frankton in 
the threè-mile event. 

Vaughan Mason, Carl Moskowitz, 
Hayden Bryant and John Porter 
will in all probability wéar the red 
colours in the sprints and hurdles, 
Mason placed second to McHenry of 
Toronto last year in the 440 dash, 
while Moskowitz chased Larry 
O'Connor to a new record in the 
120 high hurdles. 

Peck, Intercollegiate high jump 
champion, is back at McGill, as is 
Art Yuile, who placed third last 
year. The broad jump berth will 
probably be a toss-up between 
Escoffey, of last year's seniors, and 
McMillan and Kettles, of the Inter- 
mediaté squad.

Coach Van Wagner is faced with 
the problèm of selecting 38 men for 
this year's team, 19 for the Senior 
and 19 for the Interniediate.

CO-ORDINATED ENGINEERING 
IN MINING INDUSTRY SUB- 
JECT OF PAPER 
The mining industry in Canada 
has developed so rapidly during 
the past few years that there is a 
definite lack of experienced per- 
sonnel capable of holding executive 
positions, states P. D. P. Hamilton, 
co-manager, the General Engineer- 
ing Company of Canada, in his 
paper on "Co-ordinated Engineer- 
ing in The Mining Industry" ap- 
pearing in the June issue of the 
Bulletin, Canadian- Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy. Continu- 
ing, he notes that some of the 
mining companies are quite pre- 
pared, and do train their staffs for 
definite engineering positions, but 
neglect that part of the training 
which would qualify these indivi- 
duals to become business execu- 
tives. "The mining companies as 
a whole should feel that there is 
a moral obligation to the industry 
to train individuals along general 
business procedure relative to the 
industry. As these individuals are 
trained the companies should wel- 
come an opportunity to place these 
younger men in responsible execu- 
tive positions, not necessarily with- 
in their own organization," 

The paper is given chiefly to an 
analyses of the various types of en- 
gineering experience required in 
the bringing of a mining enter- 
prise from the early prospect stage 
into production, the chief topics of 
discussion being the acquiring of 
raw materials, their processing and 
marketing, personnel, ,an'd,|théjj.im-. 
portance of close co-ope^S^^^*' 



The Bureau of Mines of Quebec 
has just issued with the authoriza- 
tion of the Hon. Onesime Gagnon, 
CP., Minister of Mines and Fish- 
eries, a report dealing with several 
mines of the Abitibi County. These 
inspections have been made by the 
staff of geologists of the Bureau, 
during 1937. The report is entitled, 
"Mining Properties and Develop- 
ments in the Abitibi" and Chibou- 
gamau Areas." 

This report includes a siimmary 
statement of mines and prospects, 
the development work done, new 
discoveries made and for some pro 
perties, the results of assays of sam- 
ples taken" during operations. 

It covers the following townships: 
Desmeloizes, LaReine, LaSarre, 
Royal-Roussillon, Privât, Launay, 
Dalquier, Varson, Dubuisson, Senne- 
ville, Bourlamaque, Courville, Pas-

The Red attack started with a 
flare in the first quarter, the Mc- 
Gill gridders taking advantage of 
two R.M.C. fumbles to score a 
touchdown within several minutes 
of play when Prestie Robb fell on 
a loose ball behind the Cadet's line. 
Anton converted. R.M.C.'s only 
score in this quarter came when 
Snow kicked for a single after. a 
fumble by Bucko Kenny had given 
the visitors possession on McGill's 
35. McGill's second major score in 
the first quarter came soon after 
when big Jo-Jo Anton crashed 
through from ten yards out. 

Cuke Scores Touch. 

Doug Kerr sent on almost a com 
plete new squad going ' into the 
second quarter. The second-string- 
ers were slightly slow in starting 
but soon found their feet and add 
ed two more touchdowns to the 
rapidly-rising McGill total. The 
first of these came as a result of 
a blocked kick which was recovered 
on the Cadet's 15-yard line. Anton 
was called on once again to do the 
trick. He went through for 13 yards 
and on the next play Normie Cuke 
went over standing up. Before the 
half ended Howie Bartram beat out 
a number of R.M.C. gridders to 
pounce on a loose ball for another 
major score. 

The second half was the only 
one with which the McGill sup- 
porters found fault.
